The following interview with Premier 
Dunsmuir appears in tho Birmingham! 
l'ost, one of the must influential of the 
English dailies: 

A representative of tho Birmingham 
l'ost saw the Hon. .Tames Dunsmuir, 
Premier of British Columbia, at the 
Hotel iMetropole. After the object of 
isit was stated, the -honorable gen- 
tleman suid: 

"The matters to which you refer are 
being discussed at the conference- of 
Colonial Premiers, and 1 do not care 
to say very much about them. My own 
upiuiou is that very much could be doue. 
towards strengthening the connection 
between the various parts of the Km- 
pire by attention to many details of 
simple, yet practical nature. Imperial 
jienny postage, tor instance, is m line, 
with what 1 have in my mind, and a 
number of things iu that nature, if car-* 
L-ied out, wotdd du more to bind the 
iliJmpiro together than some of the larger, 
projects which are discussed. I hud 
the thinglish people very conservative 
ami inclined, to go on ill the way they 
have always gone on. It would be a 
good idea for tlietu to take more in- 
terest in the way other countries, and 
especially the other parts of the Empire, 
do things, and by studying their wants 
and conditions, adapt their methods to 
them. For instance, I do not see why 
there should not be a common currency 
for Great Britain, Canada and Aus- 
tralia. It would be a great' convenience; 
n ml tend to promote trade and com- 
munication. For this and other pur- 
poses, an Imperial Bond 'Bank might bo 
organized. This is simply nn illustra-. 
tion of ideas that could lie developed. ! 
'HXlCOL'dtAClXG' CANADIAN 
INDUSTRY. 
"Then again the Imperial authorities 
should give every advantage they can 
to Colonial industries. 1 am. not re- 
ferring now to preferential trade so 
much as to ordinary contracts. I ami 
informed that their agents went over 
to Buget Sound in the United States 
and purchased largely of inferior grades 
of tinned salmon from tho canneries 
there, When they could have obtained 
hundreds of thousands Of 'British Co- 
lumbia salmon in Loudon. It is absurd 
to buy supplies iu the United States 
or other foreign countries for tho use 
of tho army, when they can be bought 
its eheni>ly and as good iu Canada. Of 
course, a good deal of war material 
for South Africa was obtained in tho 
Dominion; but not nearly to tho extent 
to which it was possible. 

iFassraiiiTMas ipori trade. 

"In our country a good deal of atten- 
tion is being paid to the development of 
trade on the Pacific Ocean, and very 
few have any idea of what is possible 
'between Canada and China, and Japan, 
India and Australia, and the South , 
American Republics. The British Co- 
lumbia government is preparing an ex- 
haustive report on subjects of particu- 
lar interest to that province, such as 
iron and steel, copper, lead, hsh, tim- 
ber, wood-puli), and manufactures there- I 
of, and in these lines we must look for ' 
markets in tho countries referred to, 
nud for obtaining which we have espec- 
ial means of communication and un- 
equalled sources of supply. 'By the 
way, it struck me that material might 
be obtained Iby the municipal authorities 
iu 1/Ondon for block pavement, which 
could 'bo shipped very cheaply from 
' Vancouver and Victoria round Cape 
Horn. 

1 "There is also a great trade to bo 
developed through the whole of Canada 
and the Empire in these directions. The 
importance of the Oriental trado is 
fully realized by the United States, and 
.lames J. Hill, president of the Groat; 
Northern railway, and an associate of. 
J. Pierpont .Morgan, in a speech ibeforo 
a lOhaniber of Commerce, rcceutly, 
prophesied an immense trafllc for steam- 
ers running from Puget Sound, which 
he, along with others, proposes to oper- 
ate. With communication established 
us proposed, through the Northwest and 
British Columbia, north of the Cana- 
dian Pacific line, it is easily possible 
that a daily steamer should leave our 
polls across the Pacific. 

"Vancouver and Victoria in British' 
Columbia, are in line with this traffic, 
and the whole Western portion of Can- 
ada is deeply and intensely interested 
in its development. I fully agree with 
my friend, the Hon. G. W. Boss, Pre- 
mier of Ontario, that quick, cheap trans- 
portation, and a more effective system 
of trade agencies throughout the Em- | 
pire are the especial wants of the coun- 
try at the present time. Australia is 
tqiinlly interested with us in this, and! 
u fast Atlantic service in connection 
with the Pacific and t fans-continental 
lines means much to those Southern, 
colonies, and I am glad to learn from 
Australian representatives that there is 
a strong feeling there iu favor of join- 
ing with Canada in securing such a 
service, which would Ibe the greatest 
possible off-set to the recent 'Morgan 
Steamship Consolidation. 

A WESTERN OUTLET. 
"The building of another railway line 
through Canada to the Pacific Ocean, 
north of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
and more direct, so far as British Co- 
lumbia and tho Northwest arc concern- 
ed, will— if carried out— give a direct 
Western outlet to the great grain-fields 
of 'Manitoba and tho Northwest; and 
w» look to see large elevators being built 
at Victoria and Vancouver in connec- 
tion with the forwarding of wheat. So 
far, the Pacific States have had the 
monopoly of that trade. It was with 
pleasure that wo learn of the British 
Columbia 'lirm securing from the Im- 
perial authorities a 'large contract for 
supplying grain to the army m 'South 
Africa, and that is one of tho practical 
ways I have suggested of accomplishing 
the real unity of the Empire. 
'BRITISH COLUMBIA'S PROGRESS 
"I have nothing special, to say about 
politics in British Columbia, rhere has 
been a good deal of uncertainty anal 
unrest in political circles 'but this is 
one of the matters which, m a news 
country, will regulate itself and the 
prospects now are that stability is as- 
sure British Columbia being a new. 
country, is passing from one state of 
tli nas 'to another, and more permanent 
„„„ n ,Hl owing to the prominence t 
has attracted as a. ield of enterprise for 



through the press. Mining did better 
last year than ever before, and under 
circumstances which nt first were not 
at ail promising. The output of! tho 
urines for 11)01 was .^O.USO.TSO, as com- 
pared with $10,344,751 in liXH), which 
iu its turn was $-1,000,000 in excess of 
tho previous year, so that the progress 
has been steady and substantial. lip 
to the present time, for 11)02, 1 am not 
in a positiuu to give the figures, but 
have no reason to doubt that the rate 
of increase will he maintained. The 
timber industry is in u nourishing con- 
dition, especially in regard to home- 
supply; the mills finding an increased 
aud remunerative market in the North- 
west Territories and Eastern Canada,, 
which just now are enjoying unusual 
prosperity. Agriculture iu British Co- 
lumbia, is perhaps the most nourishing 
of all our industries, owing to tho large 
and exclusive local markets enjoyed, 
aud for a man with some capital to pur- 
chase an improved, or partially improv- 
ed farm in some favored locality, there 
is no place I could recommend with 
greater confidence. The salmon can- 
ning industry bus largely passed into 
the hands of a largo financial combina- 
tion organized in Eastern Canada, and 
with the probalble adoption of fish-traps, 
will be placed on a sounder aud morel 
prosperous basis in the future. 

"I may say that notwithstanding the 
adverse criticisms which have appeared 
iu .London and elsewhere regarding 
British Columbia, that its credit has 
been splendidly maintained, aud as com- 
pared with tho price of British Consols, 
which is the only standard of com- 
parison, our position is several points 
better than it was two or three years 
ago, and I am pleased to observe that 
in the ILondon markets, British Colum- 
bian securities show a steady upward 
tendency, and tho demand for invest- 
ments has been demonstrated to me by 
the numerous enquiries I have received 
respecting the proposed new loan. 
IRON AND STEEL. 
"British Columbia is a country which 
depends very lurgely upon more extended 
means of communication, which is exi 
pensivo to supply. It has, however, 
made remarkable progress in that re- 
spect, considering expense and difficulty 
of the now railways, and as soon as the 
several projects for which authority was 
obtained during the recent session of 
the Legislature, are carried but, we 
shall seo still greater and more rapid 
development. We may look especially 
tor important developments on the 
(.'oast in the manufacture of iron and' 
steel, and paper and ship-building. 
These are the industries, coupled with 
the commerce of the Pacific, which will 
give British Columbia an importance 
greater than that of any of tho other 
provinces of Canada. I may say that 
the market for iron and steel in the 
countries bordering on the Pacific 
Ocean, is very great, nud that in BXIO 
to thoso countries directly tributable to 
'British Columbia, there were exported 
to Great Britain alone products of iron 
and steel such as could be reasonably 
manufactured on the Pacific Coast to 
tho value of £i:?,270,000. The same 
countries imported, of pnper and pulp, 
to the value of- £5,77-1,102." I

Another Fisherman Drowned in 
the Fraser— A Narrow 
Escape. 



Vancouver, July 29.— (Special) — It was 
Toported on excellent authority this 
morning that the only very accessible 
timber left in British 'Columbia is in the 
Sayward district, Vancouver Island, 
and when these limits- are exhausted 
the timber situation in British Columbia 
will become materially changed and 
prices are bound to go up. It is said 
that the best piece of standing timber is 
number 40, -Sayward district, bought for 
a 'big figure some years ago by the Bur- 
nett mills, from A. Haslam. The Bur- 
nett mills, not so well known as the 
Northern Pacific Lumber company, also 
own number 50. Tho two blocks ag- 
gregate over 15,000 acres. In the same 
district the Hastings mills, not so well 
known as the British Columbia Mills, 
Timber ec Trading company, own num- 
bers 10. 21, 23, 56, 110 and 42, aggre- 
gating about 75.00(1 acres. The Toron- 
to and British Columbia Lumber com- 
pany own numbers 11. 145, 140. 14S 
and' 14!), aggregating 4.1,000 acres. A 
Haslam owns -t-l and oilier small sec- 
tions, aggregating S.000 acres, ami the 
Ross iMcLaren company owns 51, ag- 
gregating 2o\000 acres. So that the 
Mainland mills have the pick of the Isl- 
and limits pretty well divided between 
them. . 

iStill another accident is reported. 
While I'* red Markinson, fisherman for 
the Gulf of Georgia cannery, was walk- 
ing from the stern of the bout to ad- 
just the net. lie slipped and fell into the 
river. lie is a strong'swimmer, but was 
evidently overtaken with cramp, for af- 
ter one' or two strokes he sank never 
again to rise.

System of Distrlbotlon Devised 
by the Manitoba Govern- 
ment. 



Winnipeg, July 2'.).— The Manitoba 
government's estimate of the number oC 
harvesters wanted in the districts, ac- 
cording to the reports received, totals 
18,300. Last year the estimate was 
about the same, although 20,000 was 
the number advertised as required, as 
the Territories required an extra number 
of men also. This year tho Territories 
will require more men than they did 
last year, and tho indications are that 
it will require considerably over 20,000_ 
to supply Manitoba and the Territories. 

'As the postal cards arrive giving tho 
estimates of tho number of men re- 
quired in eaph township, this number is 
entered upon a map at the Department 
of Agriculture, and a glance at tins 
map gives a good idea of what parts of 
the province will produce most wheat, 
and which districts are most prosperous 
uid thickly settled. Two townships, for 
instance, near Plum Coulee and iRosen- 
feld, call for 200 and 175 respectively,

tin] to his remaining n dominant factor 
ia the commerce of the world, is ail en- 
tirely different matter. His conception 
of the changed conditions under -wliich 
commerce is now carried on is not en- 
larging as rapidly its the changes them- 
selves are taking place. He possesses n 
conservatism too apt to grumble at the 
results of changed conditions, without 
recognizing the necessity of adaptation 
to them. The Amerieaa business method 
is the result of a more far-reaching an- 
alysis. The American merchant lays 
his hand upon the commodity in wliich 
lie deals at its source and never lifts it 
until the commodity has reached its des 
tination. The English merchant rests 
contented with a segment of the indus- 
trial process. The former method must 
eventually conquer the latter, and if it 
dues not conquer it in liritish mer- 
chants, it will conquer them with it. 
'Mr. Dunsmuir lias a good deal to say 
about the present condition of British 
Columbia. Politically he remarks that 
the province is in a transition stage 
witli the uncertainty and unrest which 
accompany transition; lint, at the same 
time, the province has had to suffer from 
a grotesque amount of exaggeration on 
the outside as to its condition. He 
points out that every industry in the 
province is in a nourishing condition, and 
that its financial credit is excellent, 
much belter than it was two or three 
years ago. At the same time, the 
province is not satisfied, but is looking 
towards the development of new trans- 
portation facilities as a means of es 
tablishing new industries and of ex- 
panding the production of those in exist- 
ence now, In all, it is a. comfortable 
picture of British Columbia, and a true 
picture. We only hope it may have the 
influence it deserves in educating Brit- 
ish public opinion about the real condi- 
tion, requirements and resources of this 
pivotal point in the British Empire.

MR. DTJNSMUin INTERVIEWED. 

We wish that everybody who has any- 
thing to say about British Columbia in 
Croat Britain would display the same 
amount of practical common sense 
which characterized the interview which 
the Birmingham Post publishes with 
{Premier Dunsmuir. Mr. Dunsmuir be- 
lieves in a cheap Imperial postage, n 
uniform Imperial currency and a col- 
onial preference in ordinary contracts 
and purchases as the measures tending 
towards the union of the Empire which j 
are Immediately feasible and practicable; 
and few will be found to disagree with 
him. An excellent way of constructing 
a large building is to lay the foundation 
(brick iby brick, a suflicient plan being 
contained in the loyalty and liberty of 
Britons every where. Imperial en- 
thusiasm is an excellent tiling, and we 
have the heartiest respect for all those 
inspired by it. But too many of those 
who manifest it seem to be dominated 
by the idea of compressing the Empire 
into a parchment constitution devised 
by ithcmsehcs. The wall of Romulus 
did not limit the boundaries of Borne, 
but Rome was not "built in a day. The 
British constitution is like the shade of 
a tree, not the shelter of u rectangular 
piece of masonry. What our racial 
methods have done for Greal Britain, 
what they have done for the 'Dominion 
of Canada, they will do for the Empire, 
or the Empire will never be any more 
highly developed than it is today. In 
other words, we must have an Umpire 
growth out of practical measures, in- 
spired by a desire for closer union, not 
a systematic and mechanical union from 
which friction and disruption would in- 
evitably arise. It would be a very for- 
tunate thing ndt only for British Colum- 
bia, but also for the Empire, if Mr. 
Onnsmtlir's words were to arouse iu 
(irent Britain sonic idea of the import- 
ance of trans-Pacific trade and of the 
development of manufactures and com- 
merce upon the Pacific shores of His 
(Majesty's dominions in North America. 
'But a few days ago we drew attention 
to the importance of this trade, not 
merely to the British .Empire, but to 
"Western civilization, add we pointed out 
that Mr. dames J. Hill was the prophet 
and forerunner of this great develop- 
ment, a fact to which 'Mr. Dunsmuir 
has also drawn attention. In citing the 
iron and steel, copper, lead, fish, tim- 
ber and wood pulp resources of this 
province, its especial means of com- 
munication mid unequalled sources of 
supply, (Mr. 'Dunsmuir has clearly 
shown that the British Empire need not 
(be behindhand with the United States 
in the race, provided the proper spirit 
of aggressive enterprise is displayed. 
But to awaken that spirit in Great 
Britain is by no means so easy as it 
looks. The merchant of Groat Britain 
can see the force of dredging the Clyde, 
deepening the Mersey am] improving the 
dock facilities of the Thames, but to 
jiiak,,< him see that the harbors of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver are equally essen- 



THI3 WATER QUESTION. 

The citizens are, we understand, go- 
ing into conference with the Mayor and 
Council over the water supply tonight. 
"We hope that citizens who take an in- 
terest in Victoria's gardens and lawns 
will turn out in force. The gardens and 
lawns are at the bottom of the whole 
business. Some people have an idea that 
during certain months of the year the 
water supply of Victoria is smaller than 
during other months. That is an error. 
The cause of the shortage is not that the 
water supply is smaller, but that the 
demand for it is greater, on account of 
the requirements of the lawns and gar- 
dens. Presumably, of course, during the 
dry months in summer, the waters in 
Elk Lake are at a lower level than dur- 
ing the rainy season. But that does not 
appreciably affect the quantity available 
for the supply of Victoria. The conse- 
quence of the increased demand during 
the summer is that the water is all 
drawn off at the lower levels, and the 
pressure so diminished that some of the 
inhabitants of the higher levels suffer 
from a scarcity. The extent to which 
the water supply would have to be in- 
creased before this phenomenon ceased 
to be visible is not easy to determine. 
We are inclined to think that the lawns 
and gardens of Victoria will suck up 
as much water as they can get in hot 
weather and still, like Oliver Twist, ask 
for more. However, that Is not the 
question to be answered just now. 
Wbat is before the city at the present 
time is to sec how the most advantage 
can be taken of the available supply. 
■We confess it appeals to us as a most 
extraordinary method of utilizing the 
present supply to prevent the great bulk 
of the people from using the water 
really needed to keep the city green and 
beautiful, In order that a comparatively 
small number of people may have pres- 
sure enough to run their taps every hour 
in the twenty-four. If any body is to 
suffer, let the altitudinous minority suf- 
fer. If the greatest good of the greatest 
number requires them to suffer sonic in- 
convenience, let them he saeriticd cheer- 
fully and without compunction. The 
community will applaud their altruism, 
and their friends will say: "Come and 
splil a bucket with me." Instead of an 
ordinance that no one shall sprinkle ex- 
cept at certain hours, let there be an 

ordinance t hat no shall use water at 

all during a certain small portion of 
every day. Let that hour be "taboo" 1 
and sacred to the purpose of applying 
pressure to the altitudinous minority, 
and during that hour let them liil their 
goblets and pannikins and things. Peo- 
ple who live above their neighbors may 
draw a deal of wholesome philosophy 
from the refusal of the principle of grav- 
ity to put them on the same level. And 
the more they philosophise on the sub- 
ject the less water they will require, as 
philosophers are notoriously careless of 
their ablutions. However, joking aside, 
it looks as though either those who live 
on the very high levels must be incon- 
venienced for the benefit of the rest, or 
else all the rest must be inconvenienced 
for their benefit. The Mayor and Coun- 
cil, we should think, would find little 
difficulty in determining 1 on which horn 
of that dilemma to impale themselves.

The blue book issued by the Depart- 
ment of Mines recently and which was 
referred to at length in these columns 
last week, is a publication which, apart 
from its economic value, is worthy of 
special praise ns a masterpiece of the 
printer's art. No more effective method 
of attraction attention to this province 
could be employed than that of circulat- 
ing throughout the chief centres of the 
world these annual reports of the vari- 
ous government departments, adorned 
with Avhnt may justly be called such 
high class illustrations. The mission- 
ary work being done by the office under 
tho direction of Col. Wolfenden, King's 
printer, is sure to prove most effective, 
and a word of praise must be given to 
the staff under his charge, particularly 
W. II. Clarke, the foreman of the press 
room, to whose skill as a printer tho 
beautiful pictures which adorn the 
pages of the reports bear ample testi- 
mony. 

The frontispiece of the Department of 
Mines' report is a reproduction of a pho- 
tograph of Vale, the little town at the 
head of navigation on the Eraser, and 
just at the entrance to the canyons. 
This picture is simply perfection, every 
detail of the trees, buildings and moun- 
tains in the background being (brought 
out clear and sharp, hut with great soft- 
ness, the effect of which is most pleas- 
ing to tin,' eye. Even the swirls in the 
glassy surface of the "muddy Eraser" 
show up distinctly and with a delicacy 
that rendfrs the illusion perfect, so 
much so that the more one looks at the 
river the more difficult it is to realize 
that it is (ho counterfiet presentment of 
i milling witer and not the actual stream 



itself that is before the eye. The pro- 
cess employed in the production of this 
Picture is known as tho duo-tvpe— two 
('locks made from a photograph being 
used, the one as a tint and the other 
with the detail. The result is a picture 
tliat is simply perfect. 

The entire book is profusely illustrated 
with equally tine half-tones supplied by 
the famous firm of Binner & Co., of 
'Chicago. There is a view of the towu 
of Princeton, pictures of the wilds of 
Omineca, scenes on the Peace river, 
mines and landscapes on the Skcenn, 
■Hush-light photographs of the interior 
of mines, smelters and mine buildings in 
Kootenay, on Texada Island and the 
Boundary, delightful bits of mountain, 
sea and stream on Vancouver Island, 
Queen Charlotte Islands, and, in fact, 
from all parts of the province, not for- 
getting a view of Lytton, at the junc- 
tion of the Thompson and Eraser riv- 
ers. Altogether, it may be conceded 
that, typographically, these British Col- 
umbia reports are certainly second to 
none produced anywhere else.

Report of Commission of Brit- 
ish Iron Trade Asso- 
ciation. 



Tlii" phenomenal development of the 
iron and steel industry of the United 
States led the British Iron Trade asso- 
ciation to appoint a commission lust 
year to 'inquire into the industrial con- 
ditions and competition of the United 
States. The. report of that coa.mis.sion, 
which has been recently presented, is 
briefly reviewed by the London Commer- 
cial Intelligence. It says: 

'"It i«, indeed, a marvelous, and, to 
the British manufacturer and trader, in 
come respects a most discouraging 
story. The British Iron Trade com- 
mission gives details of the mineral re- 
cources of the United States as nffecting 
tlint fundamental industry— the mnmi 
facture of iron and steel shows the ex- 
traordinary richness of the principal 
fields of coal, iron ore and kindred met- 
als, and demonstrates by concrete ex- 
amples bow the natural inventiveness 
of the American has enabled him to np- 
ply to the operations of production and 
distribution a wealth of original Ideas 
and methods that are as yet little 
known in Europe. It is also made mani- 
fest how on land, on Jake, on river, and 
on canal, the American people have ap- 
plied their minds to the solution of the 
conditions and problems of cheap trans- 
portation, until they have at last at- 
tained a level of rates and charges such 
as we have hardly had an experience of 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

It is not. however, to be supposed that 
the triumphs of the American people in 
these matters have been achieved with- 
out effort. 'Much testimony is borne to 
the fact that in the conditions of or- 
ganization and administration, in their 
dealings with labor, in the confidence 
and enterprise with which they have 
embarked on industrial operations of 
great magnitude, in the efforts mode to 
adapt themselves to new conditions, 'n 
the eagerness, home and abroad, arid 
in the care and attention given to the 
successful cultivation of foreign mar- 
kets, the American people have labor- 
ed strenuously for ninny years, until 
labor, ingenuity and ento'-priso have be- 
come their most distinguishing charac- 
teristics. When one has appreciated all 
that the Americans have done for 
themselves, it is neither natural not 
reasonable to grudge them the success 
which has attended their labors."

Exports Have Fallen Off Largely 
—Not So Much to Boast 
Al)out. 



Kelnrns issued by the Dominion De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce in a 
Idue hook afford much food for consola- 
tion to those who have been worried iby 
the boastings of the manner in which 
American merchants were cutting trade 
away from the British merchants. We 
have been accustomed to hear that Uncle 
ISam's trade was growing .by leaps and 
'bounds, particularly his export trade, 
which is always extolled as the most 
valuable, and that he is forcing his way 
into the markets of JSgypt, of South 
Africa, of India, of iSmilh America, and 
even of Great Britain herself. These 
returns, which ■are based on I lilted 
IStates ollleial figures, show a state of 
affairs hardly consonant with the stories 
of gigantic growth and of the interfer- 
ence with British trade. 

'llie returns quoted are for the ten 
months ending April lit), 11)01 and 1902, 
and show that while the Imports of the 
Kepuhlic increased $78,000,000 during 
Hie hist period, the exports for the same 
time decreased over $70,000, 000. Of this 
decrease no less than $50,000,000 was m 
exports to ports in the British Empire, 
while for Great Britain herself the (fe- 
ci ease was over $00,000,000.

nearest land office to find out If the land 
Is really taken up or not, so that he cannot 
afford the I line or expense to make enquir- 
ies. Another drawback is that n large por- 
tion of the hinds will require Irrigation. 
Tills In Last Kootenay can be accomplished 
over large areas and easier and more 
cheaply than in other sections of the pro-

sonic settlers to come here from the coun- 
ties of Glengarry and Itruce in the pro- 
vince of Ontario, and from the province of

clearing thoroughly, and the climate here 
would compensate them for a great many 
of the drawbacks. 

Dairying Is an industry that special at- 
tention should be paid to. Every where,

cattle; and yet those fanners sell their 
products at a profit In British Columbia, 
where the same articles could be produced 
In abundance and perfection nt, 1 am bound 
to say, half the cost and exertion. Last 
year in the Slinllkameen country, where 
Nature has done everything possible to 
make It a perfect dairying country, I was 
■purchasing butter at 50 cents a pound, 
amide in Western Ontario, ami drinking 
luiilk canned in Nova Scotia. There Is 
something wrong about that. Is there not? 
And does not the very same state of affairs 
exist everywhere else In British Columbia'.' 
And vet the cry Is, "No market!" 

According to the Trade and Navigation 
Report for 1900, the last 1 have seen, we 
import r>.'!ii,P13 pounds of butter from the 
States, and I imagine that amount Is ex- 
ceeded by our Imports from the Eastern 
provinces. 

In the matter of beef, by the farmer 
raising .--1111111 herds and farm-feeding them, 
we would have a great Improvement Jn the 
quality of beef. We now pay first class 
prices for a very Inferior article, and, as I 
before said. 1 would not allow any arable 
land lo be monopolized for cilftte ranging 
'purposes. 

Pork is another article which would pay 
to raise, the Imports from the States alone 
In bacon and ham being 3,080.008 pounds 
for P.hki. Now. I11 Ontario (from which we 
also get u great iiuantity of these articles) 
the farmers found they were uua'ble to com- 
pote with the Northwest in wheat, so 
they turned their grain Into pork with the 
host favorable results. 

I might Just say here that everywhere, 
besides the arable, land, there is plenty 
of waste laud with good pasturage for ull 
kinds of stock. 

I will lust touch on the fruit question. 
Fruit does well in the Upper Kootenay 
valley, Jn the Fort Steel district, along 
Kootenay Lake wherever there Is any 
soil; In the Kettle River valley, the Okan- 
agan, the Slinllkameen, tho Chllllwuck, and 
Nicola district, the trees are most prolific 
bearers and require the minimum of at- 
1 tentlon, Yet, outside of the Okanagau 
and Chllllwuck districts, little has been 
I done In that line, although we ImiKirt from 
the States upplos, cherries, plums, peaches 
' uiul small fruits to the tune of $00,000 per 
year, besides what comes from Fastern 
Canada In the shape of fresh fruits and 
the vast quantities of canned fruit. We 
should be able to supply our own market 
with fruit, as also that of the Yukon and 
the Northwest, which are our natural mar- 
kets. 

■Poultry and eggs are also required in 
large quantities to supply the markets of 
the province and of the Yukon. The Import 
of eggs for these two markets Is about 
700,000 dozen per annum from the States, 
besides those supplied by Manitoba and 
the Fastern provinces. The same' holds 
good with poultry, as we import a'bout 
S17,ooo from the States, nnd our own 
market Is largely supplied with turkeys 
from Ontario. Poultry can be raised any- 
where, and to advantage. In British Col- 
umbia, and certainly if It pays the O11- 
torlo and Manitoba farmers to raise them, 
piii- fivlght out here, and to contend with 
nil' the difficulties of their rigorous cll- 
niate. It should surely pay the farmer here 
with everything III his favor. 

For the raising of geese, ducks and tur- 
keys, there Is tin Ideal region round the 
shores of Kainloops Lake, where the cll- 
mnto nnd all other conditions are perfect 
for the purpose. It Is situated on the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway, and Is 
centrally situated us regards the markets 
of the province, and then- are. 110 doubt, 
mane other localities suitable for the pur- 
pose. 

I will close my remarks by saying that 
the question of agriculture goes hand 1n 
hand with that of transport, and I would 
beg lo suggest that the Voters' League ap- 
point a strong committee to take up the 
transport iiuostlou In all Its bearings.

The complainant is a Chinaman, Loo 
IMow 'Shin, who gives his occupation as 
a laborer, and in his complaint says 
that L. G. Wing conducts a gambling 
house at 30, 40 and -II Eisgunrd street. 

That there is a gambling house at 
that address is no secret, but recent 
efforts to And anyone gambling there j.Tuek Smith en 
have resulted in failure, the 'birds hav- 
ing down on each occasion before the 
police arrive. 

That one Chinaman should lay an in- 
formation against another for keeping 
a gnin'bling house will probably be a 
surprise to many, but uot to those who 
know the way of the Chinese. It is a lows: 
notorious fact that a consideralblo *um 
of money is collected from tho Chinese 
gamblers for so-called protection, and 
that all that is collected goes into the 
pockets of what might be termed the 
ward heelers of the Chinese quarter. 
Bveats seem to indicate that the 
money thus collected has not lieen dis- 
tributed as freely as formerly; that some 
one who in other years got a share of 
the spoils lias been overlooked during 
recent months. 

Several times lately a lawyer, acting 
for certain Chinamen, lias had war- 
rants sworn out for the purpose of raid- 
ing tho premises of L. G. Wing. Twice 
the police went down with these wax- 
rants, taking with them Chinamen, who 
were to point out to them the gamblers, 
who are named in t he warrants. On 
each occasion tho police have arrived 
to find that there was no gnmlbling in 
the places mentioned In the warrants, 
and when they looked around for the 
men who were to show them the ♦oen 
named In the warrants tho informants 
had disappeared. 

True on one occasion one of the in- 
formants stayed with the police until 
they had gone through the many alleys 
of the district, but he failed to find the 
gamblers, for whom they were looking. 
In the meantime gambling is only car- 
ried on in Chinatown behind heavily 
barred doors. 

The troifblo between the different fac- 
tions of the Chinese quarter is bringing 
ribout the result desired bv those op- 
posed to gambling, as it will no doubt 
Ibe the means of closing the gambling 
halls. The hearing of thn charge 
against L. G. Wing will bo heard in 
tho city police court oh Thursday.
